On Thursday evening, November 19, widely recognized 
author Dr. Theodore J. Walker will present his film, ‘A 
Tame and Wild Alaska” at Grayling’s Joseph Stripe 
Auditorium as part of the communitys Travel and Adventure 
Series. The film is slated to begin promptly at 7:30 and 
tickets will be available at the door. 

Considered the world’s foremost authority on the gray 
whale, Dr. Walker authored ‘The Whale Primer’’: contri- 
buted ‘‘The California Gray Whale Comes Back” to the Mar- 
ch 1971 issued of the National Geographic Magazine; and 
wrote the critically acclaimed “‘Red Salmon, Brown Bear”, 

“Red Salmon, Brown Bear’ is his account of 7 months 
spent alone in the Alaskan wilderness observing the life cycle 
in and around a small lake, Lake Eva. He also filmed a color 
documentary, ‘‘Alaska Wilderness Lake’, which has been 
praised for its content and beauty, and which was nominated 
for an Academy Award. 

Often described as a contemporary Henry David 
Thoreau with Alaska’s Lake Kova as his Waldon Pond, Ted 
Walker devoted seven months to the dedicated study of the 
total life cycle in and around Lake Eva. From early April un- 
til late October, he patiently observed and studied the total 
environment around, on and in Lake Eva. 

Climaxing this solitary vigil is the retuen of the salmon- 
strugging and fighting their way up-stream to spawn-battling 
rapids and currents, running the gauntlet of voracious otters, 
sea lions, sea gulls, bald eagles and the dorninant creatures 
of the area, the Alaskan brown bear. 

Dr. Walker will be appearing in person in Grayling on 
November 19 to narrate his full color adventure of the 
Alaskan Wilderness.

School libraries had to 
close their doors again last 
week as the last work day for 
laid-off teachers staffing the 


three libraries fell on 
November 1. 

The libraries were opened 
for three weeks in October 
using some of the 20 laid-off 
teachers to staff them. 
Severe budget cuts at the 
beginning of the school year 
prevented the libraries from 
opening then. 

Superintendent William 
Diedrich said at a regular 
school board meeting Mon- 
day night that it will cost 
$4,818 to open the three 
libraries for the remainder 
of the year. 

The $4,818 would go toward 
hiring professional help for 
two hours a day at each 
library. Diedrich said the 
libraries could be opened 
more than two hours a day 
but a professional is needed 
at least part of the time to 
keep good control over 
brary materials. Other- 
wise, the school libraries 
could lese half of all their 
materials in one year. 

The library reopening plan 
calls for hiring back library 
aides for the part-time work. 
Diedrich said the plan was at 
best a band-aid and would 
not restore the libraries to 
anywhere near what they 
were,

“It’s just a way to make 
the libraries available to 
some extent to the studen- 
ts,” he said.

1, Box 2348, Grayling, or leave it at the Avalanche 
office. We received the following questions to be answered 
this week: 

1. Why were athletics included in the millage request 
when the Booster Club is paying for them? Why not leave 
athletics off the millage proposal and ask for less? 

The New Alliance felt it was important to include as 
much of the original program as possible. The New Alliance @ 
and the School Board felt that outside funding for extracurri- @ 
cular programs and athletics would not be realistic or suc- 
cessful beyond this year. Public support of the Booster Club 
effort indicates widespread support of an athletic and extra- 
curricular program. In view of the minimal cost of an 
athletic program (20 cents per $1,000 S.E.V.), the New 
Alliance and the Board felt it was reasonable to include this 
in the millage request. 

2. Who is running this millage campaign? 

The millage campaign initiated by the New Alliance for 
Education is a concept new to the Grayling area. It is a cam- 
paign organized and run by an alliance of citizens concerned 
about quality education for all Crawford-AvSable School 
System students. Chaired by Randy Thompson, the New 
Alliance has approximately 35 members heading committees 
and another 100 members serving on these committees. The 
School Board and administration are consulted for statistics 
but play no role in the campaign management. 

3. What will class sizes be if the millage passes? 

With Frederic school reopening and the reinstating of 
laid-off teachers, class sizes should return to the 1980-8] 
school year level. That is: Kindergarten and first grade, 
maximum of 28; second through fourth grade, maximum of 
30; fifth and sixth grade, maximum of 32; middle and high 
school, an average of 30, if possible, except for physical 
education and band. Currently, with teaching staff reduced 
by 28%, one kindergarten class has 37 students, some ele- 
mentary classes have 38 students, and some middle and high 
school classes have up to 45 students with some phys. ed. 
classes having 60 or more. The New Alliance feels that these 
class sizes do not offer a quality education. 

4. Will the bus routes be restored if the millage passes? 

Assistant Superintendent Paul Lerg says that bus route 
cut-backs were part of proposition 3, which is not within the 
3.75 millage request. Restoring bus routes would cost

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Diabetes Clinic 
Held Here 


Over 200 people were test- 
ed for diabetes in a free 
screening conducted at Mer- 
cy Hospital, Grayling Nov. 4 
and5. 

The screening, conducted 
in conjunction with the 
American Diabetes Associa- 
tion, Michigan Affiliate, was 
conducted to detect unknown 
diabetics. The association 
estimates that there are over 
200,000 people in Michigan 
that have diabetes and don’t 
know it. 


The test involved a blood 
sample drawn by a techni- 
cian from the hospital. The 
blood sugar levels will be 
calculated and the results 
sent to the ADA. Those with 
above normal readings will 
be notified, along with their 
physician, within four to six 
weeks, said Jeff Richmond, 
Laboratory Department 
Head. 


When the screening was 
conducted last year, 142 
people were tested, com- 
pared with 205 screenings 
this year. Of the 142 tested in 
1980, four were diagnosed as 
diabetic. 

‘“‘We are very pleased with 
the turnout this year,’ Rich- 
mond said. 


Diabetes is a major cause 
of heart attack, kidney 
failure, blindness and death. 
People who run a rick of 
developing diabetes are over 
forty, overweight and 
related to diabetics. The 
ADA recommends that these 
people be tested yearly.

After tailing on a test vote, the 
state House of Representatives re- 
turned to committee a package of 
bills to totally deregulate interest 
rates. 

The committee now is expected to 
develop a ‘‘floating”’ cap on interest, 
rates as both Republicans and 
Democrats indicated the vote sig- 
nalled the death of the deregulation 
effort. 

The deregulation bills were part of 
a package of bills designed to aid the 
Michigan economy making the state 
a better place to live and do 
business. 

State bankers had declared that 
unless interest rates were deregu- 
lated and allow the market to set the 
rate up to a 25 percent criminal 
limit, they would not be able to lend 
money in Michigan creating further 
problems to the state’s struggling 
economy. 

Officials at Michigan National 
Corporation, the state’s largest 
holding company, even went as far 
as threatening to move portions of 
their operations out of the state 
where they could compete in the 
current money market, 

On the other side, the powerful 
United Auto Workers ralliéd in the 
name of consumerism charging that 
allowing deregulation was nothing 
but a greedy move on the part of the 

banks and the subsequent higher in- 
terest rates would further cripple 
the public’s buying power and even- 
tually cost more jobs in Michigan. 

Republicans opposed the legisla- 
tion because it allowed loans to be 
made at any interest rate and not 
specifying that an interest rate 


could not be above 25 percent, the 


level of criminal usury. 

Several Republicans, however, 
made it clear they continued to back 
deregulation of interest rates. 

They said they disapproved of

high interest rates but added the 
state was in no position to attempt 
to regulate them any longer. 

By returning the bills to commit- 
tee, another attempt can be made to 
institute a floating cap - tying the 
maximum interest rate to the level 
set for six-month Treasury bills or 
some other index. 

Price efforts to set a floating cap 
in committee have failed. 

Governor William G. Milliken has 
several times said he will not sup- 
port total deregulation of interest 
rates, but will back some unspecified 
floating level. 

House Speaker Bobby D. Crim (D- 
Davison) and Senate Majority 
Leader William Faust (D-Westland) 
support the floating cap concept in- 
stead of total deregulation. 

Currently, interest rates are 
limited by statute with rates 
ranging from 11 percent on land 
contract property sales to 25 per- 
cent on first mortgages. 

A 16.5 percent interest rate maxi- 
mum on automobile loans will revert 
to a maximum rate of 12.85 percent 


on December 1 if new legislation is- 


not enacted, 

The interest rate battle will con- 
tinue as members of the Legislature 
search for ways to enact legislation 
designed at improving the state’s 
economy, 

Other areas of concentration in- 
clude changes in the state’s workers 
and unemployment compensation 
systems to bring down costs to 
business while protecting those per- 
sons who qualify for benefits. 

Credits in the single business tax- 
the tax paid by all corporations and 
businesses in the state - will be con- 
sidered but due to state budget cuts, 
individual property tax reform 
and/or relief appears to have been 
placed on the back burner for the 
year.

Changes In 
Social Security 
Entitlement 


There were two important 
changes in the recently 
enacted amendments to the 
Social Security law which af- 
fect entitlement to benefits. 
Under the new law benefits 
to a mother or father caring 
for a child of a retired, dis- 
abled or deceased worker 
will end when the child 
reaches 16 instead of 18. The 
change is effective im- 
mediately for parents 
becoming entitled after 
August 1981. For parents en- 
titled to benefits in August 
1981 or before the change 
will become effective Sep- 
tember 1983. This provision 
does not apply to parents 
who have a disabled child in 
their care. 

Another change affects the 
lump sum death payment. 
Effective for deaths after 
August 1981, the lump-sum 
can be made only where an 
eligible husband or wife sur- 
vive or there is a child en- 
titled to benefits. Under the 
old law the lump sum could 
be paid to the funeral 
home or the person who paid 
the funeral expenses if there 
was no eligible surviving 
husband or wife.

While taking an inspection 
tour of the trail through the 
Tall Timber, 1 wandered 
over to the site of a small in- 
termittent pond. It is so 
small that perhaps I should 
not call it a pond because 
most of the time itis only ten 
or twelve feel across and 
probably not a foot deep. 
When there isn’t any water 
in the depression, its bottom, 
which is thickly carpeted 
wilh moss, is aS preen as an 
emerald. Not far frorn this 
isolated jewel, there was a 
small maple with a crotch 
about ten feet off the ground. 
In this crotch was a bird’s 
nest which at this time of the 
year was unoccupied. While 
taking pictures, I thought 
there was a brief flurry of 
movement near the nest, so I 
quieted down for a time to 
wateh. It wasn't long at all 
before a mouse came out of 
the nest and scurried down 
the tree trunk to the ground 
where it disappeared. I had 
about #iven up on its return- 
ing when I saw it pop into the 
nest. In the next few 
minutes, it made two more 
trips to and from the nest. 
Upon returning to the office, 
I did some checking and dis- 
covered that the mouse in 
question was probably a 
White-Footed Mouse which 
nests anyplace that affords 
shelter, below ground and in 
buildings, stumps, logs, 
squirrel nests and birds’ 
nests. They feed on seeds, 
nuts and insects and have a 
home range of one-half to 
one and one-half acres; sur- 
prisingly, there may be as 
many as twelve per acre. 
There are two to four litters 
of two to six young raised 
from March to as late as 
September. Those not taken 
by predators may live two to 
three years; thus, if it were 
not for the — various 
predators, we could easily be 
overrun by mice,

Things to Remember About 
The South Side of Grayling 


The old pioneers would be 
amazed if they could come 
back and see the changes in 


our town. Our city hall has - 


replaced the electric light 
plant. The electric light 
replaced the ashery or soap 
factory. The soap factory 
made a very strong soap out 
of the wood ashes that were 
collected from around town. 

Can you remember when 
the refuse from the Grayling 
stores was hauled to a dump- 
behind the present city hall, 
building? Here the refuse 
was burned. When it rained 
most of the burned material 
washed into the AuSable 
River. That was a good sour- 
ce of pollution. 

Can you remember when 
the Big Mill was operating in 
the area where the Crawford 
County Historical Museum 
now stands? The 150 mill 
workers had to use an out- 
house built over the AuSable 
River below the falls, That 
really was pollution. 

Another source of pollution 
was from the Dupont plant 
and homes along Dupont 
Avenue, The Dupont plant 
was built about 1915 and 
1916. It was in the area about 
where the Grayling Reel 
Factory is located. It 
operated several years 
dumping all the refuse from 
the plant and homes into the 
AuSable River just below the 
lower bridge. The big sewer 
line ran under ground along 
State Street. 

It is difficult to visualize 
the huge piles of white pine. 
lumber covering the area 
where the bowling alley, the 
A & P, gas stations, and the 
A & W Root Beer stand are 
located. 

Across the road the area 
where the Sears Store, 
ProMart Hdw, Pizza place,. 
7-11 store and gas stations, 
was covered with slab yards 
hauled from the Big Mill. 

The Band Mill was located 
in the area west of the 
present Golf course club 
house, At one time part of 
the present golf course 
grounds were covered with 
huge piles of white pine lum- 
ber. 

Vans Building Supply has 
replaced the planing mill 
that operated many years in 
that location. 

Down 72 a short distance 
was the Kerry and Hanson 
Flooring Mill. This mill 
produced many grades of 
hard wood flooring. It is now 


the Georgia Pacific 
Warehouse. 

At one time there was a 
turpentine plant located 


down Millikin Road just 
across the railroad tracks 
from the present Grayling 
Reel Company. The area 
where Madsens Saw Mill 
operated was completely 
covered with pine stumps for 
processing into turpentine. 

Can you remember when 
the green house was 
operating in the area where 
Borchers Canoe Livery is 
located’ This green house 
was operated by the Cook 
family and later sold to Fred 
Niederer and Ernest Bor- 
chers, 

At one time the South Side 
boasted of the only grocery 
store on that side of the 
river. 

There wasn't any school 
building for the “South Side 
Stump Dodgers” until 1913. 

‘‘New school for the South 
Side opened November 13, 
1913”’ “The long hoped for 
school building for the 
patrons and pupils living on 
the south side of the river is 
finished and its doors were 


thrown open to the pupils on 
Monday of this week. Miss 
Louise Trevegno wil) teach 
the 3rd and 4th grades and 
Miss Clella Clark the 1st and 
2nd. The school has a 
capacity of about 100 pupils 
and at present there are 
about 90 enrolled and several 
more pupils are expected to 


enter during the school 
year’ (source an old 
Avalanche) 


It seems at that time there. 


was quite a difference in the 
social status of living on the 
South Side from those living 
on the North Side. 

I can recall going to schoo} 
on the South Side. I started 
there in the fall of 1914. I 
went through the 4th grade 
in the Scuth Side School. As I 
recall we had some very 
good grade teachers. 

It is amazing to me how 
well some of those ‘“‘scum- 
my’’ South Side kids turned 
out. History shows there 
were college instructors, 
teachers, high school princi- 
pals, and college graduates 
who had successful business 
careers from this group of 
kids. 

At one time the janitor 
hired by the school board for 
the South Side school was 
from the North Side. I can 
remember the janitor 
calling me and other kids 
“scummy”. 

One can never predict 
what a kid is going to turn in- 
to. Tam one “scummy” kid 
that graduated from high 
school, earned a B.S. Degree 
from Central Michigan Uni- 
versity, a Masters Degree 
from the University of Mich- 
igan, and an Education 
Specialist Degree from Cen- 
tral Michigan University. | 
taught school for 10 years 
and was high school prin- 
cipal in Grayling for 12 
years, 

The South Side School 
location is now an apartment 
building. The school building 
was torn down in 1975. 

There were no gravel or 
hard surface streets on the 
South Side. I can rememer 
when Dr. Insley’s car 
usually got stuck iii the sand 
when he drove to the South 
Side to see a patient. It was 
usually a case of getting Mr. 
Peter Larson’s team of hor- 
ses to haul the car out of the 
soft dry sand. 

What a change from those 
“good old days”’. 

At your leisure pay a visit 
to the Crawford County His- 
torical Museum when it is 
open in the summer months. 
It is a place that will bring 
back memories for the older 
people, [t is a place that will 
show the young people what 
it was like in the past. 

There are about five hun- 
dred pictures in the museum 
that shows a lot of history 
about Crawford County. See 
you there.
